BERLIN PLANTS 
BEING TERRORIZED. 

Berlin, Wednesday, November 
(By the Associated Press.)—Inquiry 
among the leading industrialists to- 
day drew out the admission that 
many of the largest plants in Ber- 
lin are being systematically terror- 
ized by the working forces. The 
latter are*® demanding exorbitant 
wage increases, shorter hours and 
other concessions calculated ulti- 
mately to force the employers to 
shut down. 

The propaganda of Dr. Karl 
Liebknecht has been directly re- 
sponsible for the usurpation of two 
big plants, which were boldly seized 
by the workingmen and are now 
being operated under their control. 
At the Piechatzok Crane Works and 
the Imperator Motor company plant 
in the northern part of the city the 
factory hands, with the aid of sol- 
‘ddiers, threw out the management, 
The funds and books of both firms 
were seized and @ red guard soldier 
placed in charge of the vault. The 
manager of the Imperator Motor 
company, having scented trouble, 
succeeded im having the firm’s bank 
balance transferred.

GOVERNOR SAVES 
MOONEY'S LIFE 


Death Sentence of Labor 
Leader, Convicted of San 
Francisco Bomb Onut- 
rages, Commuted to Life 
Imprisonment — Pres- 
ident Requested This 

‘Action. 


Sacramento, Cal., November 28,— 
The sentence of Thomas J. Mooney, 
sentenced to be hanged on Decem- 
ber 13, for the deaths of _ten per- 
sons killed by a bomb explosion in 
San Francisco during a prepared- 
ness parade in July, 1916, was com- 
muted by Governor W. D. Stephens 
tonight to imprisonment for life. 

Court action to save Mooney from 
the gallows was exhausted by the 
prisoner, the supreme court of the 
United States having recently de- 
cided it could not review the case. 

Threats of a national strike in 
case the governor did not interfere 
had been made in various parts of 
the country and some time ago it 
was reported that President Wil- 
son had written the governor to 
see that Mooney suffered no injus- 
tice. The trial judge had also re- 
quested a new trial for Mooney. 

Wilson Interceded. 


Governor Stephens’ statement 


announcing the commutation said | 
that in considering the case he had ji 


had before him “the urgent appeal 
of the president the United 
States that I grant commutation.” 

“Originally, in January of this 
year, I received a letter from the 
president asking me if it would not 
be possible to postpone the execu- 
tion of Mooney until he could be 
tried upon one of the other indict- 
ments against him.

“Inasmuch as an appeal already 
the supreme 
court of California, which appeal 
itself acted as a stay of the exe- 
cution, there was at that time no 
Occasion for action on my part. I 
take it that the president was cor- 
rectly informed as to the status of 
the case.” 
Explains Position. 

In explaining why he had not felt 
called on to act previously, the 
governor said: 

“The case as presented to the Cal- 
ifornia courts was that of murder, 
without further evidence of motive 
than the impossible tenets of an- 
archists, whose sympathies for the 
German cause in the war are well 
known. Their wild pacifist theo- 
ries fitted into the widespread ac- 
tivities of the kaiser’s agents in this 
country. 

“A number of persons of pro-} 
nounced anarchistie tendencies were 
arrested shortly after the explosion, 
and of these Warren K. Billings was 
convicted and sentenced to life im- 
prisonment, and Thomas Mooney 
found guilty and sentenced to be 
hanged. 

“So long as avenues of appeal to 
the courts remained open to Mooney, 
and he was availing himself there- 
of, I deemed it improper for exec- 
utive authority to interfere.” 

Case Reviewed. 

The statement reviews the case 
fully and quotes the two messages 
from President 1 in which the 
action now takén by the governor 
was suggested. \ The commutation, 
says the Rovers? reduces the case 
to the status of/that of Warren K.

Washington, November 28.—~ The 
impression is growing among those 
who have talked with President 
Wilson about the peace conference 
that the American delegation will be 
limited to three members and spec- 
ulation over the personnel has about 
narrowed down to these names: 
Robert Lansing, secretary of state; 
Henry White, Rmbassador to France 
and to Italy under the McKinley ad- 
ministration; Colonel E, M. House. 

There has been no announcement 
and there may be none before the 
president addresses congress next 
week, but it was said tonight white 
house callers had been given to 
understand that these men would be 
the American envoys. It also was 
indicated very definitely that reports 
of the president having decided to 
sit at the peace table himself as a 
delegate were untrue. He goes to 
take part in the great preliminary 
meetings of the heads of the asso- 
ciated governments and to see the 
formal conferences under way, but 
not to serve as a delegate.

Driver of Machine Picks 
Up Victim and Takes| 
Him to Hospital—Acci- 
dent Unavoidable, He 
Claims. 


A. J. Walters, a bookkeeper for 
the Georgia Railway and Power 
company, died at the Grady hospital 
about 10 o'clock Thursday night, 
following an automobile accident 
in West End. The car was driven 
by J. D. Smith, 20 years old, a taxi- 
driver, who gave his address as 20 
South Gordon street, 

The accident happened at the cor- 
ner of Grady place and Gordon 
street, and, according to eye-wit- 
nesses, the wheels of the large tour- 
ing car passed over Walters’ body, 
crushing his chest and fracturing 
his skull. 

According to authorities at the 
srady hospital, Smith picked the in- 
jured man up, brought him to the 
hospital and disappeared soon aft- 
erwards. Shortly before 1 o’clock 
Friday morning Smith came to the 
police barracks and gave himself 
up. He was held on the charge of 
reckless driving. According to the 
police, he claimed that Walters 
stepped directly in front of his ma- 
chine, after he had alighted from 
a trolley car, which, he stated, was 
traveling in the opposite direction.

Gen. March Announces 
Sailing of Fourth Ship 
Bringing Soldiers From 
England, the Maureta- 
nia, With 165 Officers 
and 3,834 Men. 


Washington, November 28.—Gen- 
eral March, chief of staff, an- 
nounced today that the Cunard liner 
Mauretania, which sailed from Liv- 
erpool for New York last Monday 
at 4 p. m., has aboard 165 officers 


and 2,834 men of the American 
army, including 116 sick and wound- 
ed. The liner is due in New York 
early next week. 

Counting those on the Mauretan- 
ia 10,995 officers and men, most of 
them attached to air service units 
which have been training in Eng- 
land, are now en route home. Three 
liners, the Lapland, Minnekahda 
and Orea, carrying 382 officers and 
6,614 men, left Liverpool last week 
and are due at New York early in 
the coming week. 

This represents about half the 
total number of American troops in 
England when the armistice was 
signed. The remainder will embark 
within the next ten days and all the 
men from England should be home 
before the middle of December.

London, November 28.—The Amer- 
ican Thanksgiving day was cele- 
brated today in England as never 
before. The British people co- 
operated in the observance of the 
anniversary and entertained Ameri-| 
cans in many places. At all the) 
naval bases the admiralty directed | 


that the American naval units be’ 
entertained, while the officers and 
crews of the five American battle- 
ships in the Firth of Forth were 
guests on board British warships 
there. 

In London the program included 
a football game at Chelsea between 
teams of sailors and a midday din- 
ner at Albert hall, where 400 British 
sailors were the hosts of 400 Ameri- 
can tars. The British jackies came 
from Portsmouth by train and 
marched to the hall with a band. 
In the morning at the church for 
the army and navy, Bishop Jamés

Editor Constitution: The recent 
cotton convention in Atlanta passed 
resolutions for holding epot cotton 
for higher prices and recommended 


the abolition of the war industries 
board. Under the rule of the New 
York Cotton Exchange, prices cannot 
decline or go up more than 2 cents 
per day. Not long ago it Was 3 cents 
a day. It was given out that the 
bears thought 20 cents enough for 
cotton, and that it would soon £0 
there. After the convention § ad- 
journed it started and made the 2 
cents per day decline, and it appears 
that the 20-cent limit would have 
been reached in a few days if Mr 
Charles J. Brand, of the war indus- 
tries board, had not acted promptly 
and scotched the wheels of the ma- 
chine by passing an order prohibit- 
ing all short sales. While his au- 
thority was questioned by some, yet 
the trend downward was stopped, 
and the market has gone back at the 
same rate, 2 cents per day. “Shorts 
seemed to be thoroughly alarmed 
owing to the prohibition on short 
selling’ was flashed from New York 
on November 15. And E. F. Hutton 
& Co. published the following opin- 
ion: “With the restrictions in ef- 
fect on the free trading in cotton 
futures, there is nothing that can be 
said of the market. It will be gov- 
erned entirely on the supply and de- 
mand.” 

It is evident, therefore, that the 
thing that prevented the market 
from going on down toward, if not 
to, 20 cents, and caused it go to up 
about $20 per bale in two days was 
the prohibitior of short sales by Mr. 
Brand's order. And it seems that 
authority to do this was lodged no- 
where else. (So if the war indus- 
tries board had been actually and 
quickly abolished, we might have 
hac the price of cotton marked down 
to 20 cents on the machine in New 
York.) Mr. Brand’s order simply 
eliminatd the speculative or gam- 
bling feature on the exchange. Here 
we have a plain case of cause and 
effect. And it is apparent to every- 
body that the real trouble lies in the 
New York Cotton Exchange, which 
can be manipulated by speculators 
who do not buy eotton and who never 
expect to handle a bale. 

That they expected a 20-cent level 
is shown by a letter from members 
of the exchange advising that cotton 
will be a purchase when it reaches 
20 cents. 

I received.a letter from Mr. Charles 
J. Brand, head of the board men- 
tioned, calling my attention to a 
portion of my article and certain 
sections of the cotton futures’ act 
known as the Lever law.. My state- 
ment and the law do not conflict. 
The grades of cotton for delivery are 
fixed by the act, and the act requires 
the commissioner of agriculture to 
standardize the grades. I am very 
glad that Mr. Brand has seen my 
articles. What I stated and what 
he did certainly coincide. 

But we have had other results to 
follow wthin the last few days. In 
Sunday’s Constitution I see that 
Congressman Heflin, of Alabama, 
proposes to confer with Senator 
Smith, of South Carolina, today for 
the purpose of having a congres- 
sional committee to investigate the 
two cotton exchanges. Mr. Heflin 
says, among other things: ‘All that 
we wish is that the law of supply 
and demand be now allowed to oper- 
ate.” 

That is just what the farmers, 
merchants, bankers and. spinners 
want. Real supply and demand. As 
pointed out in my article heretofore, 
there is a great difference between 
the real sale of 11,000,000 bales of 
actual cotton and the bogus sale of 
over 100,000,000 of contracts—short 
selling, if you please. 

Now it is an easy matter to amend 
the cotton futures act or Lever law 
and incorporate in it the substance 
of the Brand order. Let gambling 
be eliminated. Let them deal only in 
actual cotton. If this cannot be 
done, then [I repeat, let the ex- 
changes go like the Louisiana lottery 
and the barrooms. 

How long will the southern plant- 
ers submit to such robbery and plun- 
der? W.cre are our southren 6ena- 
tors and representatives? Isn't it 
easy to carry the right to victory? 
Here is a machine chartered by 
New York’s legislature for the pur- 
pose of controlling the price of cot- 
ton, which permits the sale of more 
cottonin one year, than can be pro- 
duced in forty years, and which 
has recently been manipulated by 
the bears in short sales to run prices 
down to the limit in the face of the 
most bullish conditions since the 
civil war. 

Is it not amazing that the farmers 
of the south have stood it as long 
as they have? They know when 
obligations mature and the price of 
cotton is always run down, when 


they know the farmers have to sell. 
They cannot hold it. But when the 
cotton is sold at the low price, then 
the machine puts the price up and 
dry goods have to be bought and 
sold at the highest values. 

Why, if the south had such a ma- 
chine as that to put up values on 
the New England merchants and 
manufacturers on what they had to 
buy, and put down values on what 
they had to sell, New England would 
be after its abolition with more zeal 
than they had in abolishing slavery. 

The Heflin committee should be 
appointed at once to investigate, to 
find the real trouble and suggest the 
remedy, and congress should be 
called on to legislate so that real 
supply and demand may govern and 
prices be stabilized. 

Prior to the great democratic 
measure, the reserve.banking sys- 
tem, Wall street could spring a panic 
when it was desired. The south 
now is just begining to come into 
her own. If we can only get prices 
for cotton and its by-products, 
based on legitimate supply and de- 
mand, and not on fictitious supply 
and demand, this section will soon 
become the garden spot of the world. 
We have the monopoly on cotton. 
Nowhere else in the world c&n it be 
produced as the south produces it. 

But think what we have stood for 
years and years! Ten cents, 8 cents, 
6 cents, and even 4 cents a pound 
for cotton. The farmers had to pay 
their obligations. The bears well 
knew when the farmers had to sell. 
The price was forced down at that 
time and they had to take the pit- 
tance and go home to make another 
crop for the speculators to gamble 
on. And so it has been for years. 

But when the time came to put up 
the price of dry goods, up would go 


the price of cotton, afer the man who 
had made it had sold all he had. 

The politician will come around 
before the election and honey up the 
farmers and tell them they are the 
salt of the earth, but after they get 
their votes and reach Washington, 
they are forgotten until they come 
around again for more votes. 

Let me tell you something. The 
farmers of the south have opened 
their eyes, and they are not going 
to submit to have their cotton priced 
on a machine in New York city ona 
bogus or speculative supply and de- 
mand. 

Some say that the war industries 
board was due to give this recent 
help for the reason that they were 
the cause of the market going 
down s0 much, by threatening to fix 
the price. I do not believe the price 
could have been run down 10 cents 
per pound withent the aid of the 
bears on the 4machine in selling the 
eotton short.

As an appropriate finale to their 
part in the celebration of the most 
memorable Thanksgiving day in the 
history of America, thousands of 
Atlanta citizens gathered last night 
in the Auditorium-Armory and sent 
up to the Supreme Ruler of the Uni- 
verse a mighty offering of gratitude 
and praise.

The 
flag was again unfurled, said the 
speaker, when the lady reached 
South America, and in the presence 
of diplomats. the emblem used at 
the formal organization of the first 
South American Red Cross. 

Here the audience arose and sung 
“America,” accompanied by the 
band. 

Dr. Cree then introduced Major 
Samuel C. Black, morale officer of 
Camp Gordon, who read the beauti- 
ful proclamation sent out by Presi- 
dent Wilson, setting November 28 
aside as a day of thanksgiving for 
the American people. Major Black 
read the paper in clear, loud tones, 
adding much to it by his splendid 
elocution. He was generously ap- 
plauded as he mentioned the name 
of Woodrow Wilson, and again as 
he finished the state paper. 

Father Guinan, of the Sacred 
Heart Catholic church, delivered the 
invocation of the evening. He elo- 
quently praised God for the success- 
ful termination of the war, and ex- 
pressed the people’s gratitude for 
the peace that seems now assures. 
Blessings were invoked upon *Ppresi- 
dent Wilson, the congress, our gov- 
ernor, and all the officers of the 
government, and divine guidance 
was asked for them in order that 
they might conduct their offices ac- 
cording to righteousness and jus- 
tice, with a proper observance for 
religion. 

At the finish of the prayer the 
band played Sousa’s “Stars - and 
Stripes Forever,” which somewhat 
relieved the solemnity of the occa- 
sion and added a martial touch. 

Rabbi Marx Speaks. 

Dr. James E. Dickey, pastor of 
the First Methodist church, was in- 
troduced by Dr. Cree. Dr. Dickey 
read the 103d Psalm. This being 
finished, Dr. Cree said: “I am to 
present to you one of the most in- 
teresting personalities in Atlanta, 
who has already received tribute 
of your admiration and your love.” 
He then spoke of how Rabbi David 
Marx had given himself to the war 
community work since the coming 
of the soldiers to Atlanta, and pre- 
sented the eminent rabbi to the 
people as one of the most remark- 
able speakers in the south. 

Dr. Marx was applauded as he 
arose, and his address will doubt-

Dr. Marx reminded the audience 
that about three months ago 
“America lifted up her voice and 
prayed that the great war should 
be ended with the spring drive, and 
we leave here tonight in peace. How 
thankful our hearts should be!” 

“We know tonight,” he continued, 
“that the great war is over, and 
we know that there is a great God 
who presides over the destinies of 
nations. We are profoundly grate- 
ful to Him. We are grateful to be 
citizens of a republic that can pre- 
sent such a Thanksgiving meeting 
as this. It is the first time in the 
history of this city that the Jew 
and the Gentile, the Catholic and 
the Protestant have united. on one 
platform, praying for one cause and 
for one humanity:” 

Dr. Marx then told of the first 
big Thanksgiving day, which he 
declared was recorded by the Egyp- 
tian calendar, being celebrated by 
the Israelites after the release from 
the bondage of the Egyptians. “It 
became necessary for Israel to 
wander into the ‘no man’s land’ of 
Arabia,” he said, “in order to place | 
itself under the moral law.

Arrive From Front 
For Thanksgiving 


After having been in France for 
eighteen months Corporal Robert B. 
Anderson arrived at Fort McPher- 
son Thursday morning, giving his 
parents, Mr. and Mrs. R. G. Ander- 
son, of 355 Peachtree street, a glad 
Thanksgiving surprise. 

Corporal Anderson, who was on a 
train carrying sixty soldiers, each 
of whom, like himself, had been 


wounded, was forced to stop at the 
base hospital at Fort McPherson, 
but he was not fiong in securing a 
pass which gave him the privilege 
of visiting his parents in Atlanta. 
Upon being given leave to come 
into the city Re caught the first 
available automobile and eagerly 
drove to his father's home, where 
a touching reunion was held. 

Corporal Anderson was wounded 
when a German shell blew in a 
dugout on him, and was sent home 
to recover from this wound.

Con- 
tinuing upon the subject of the 
effacement of creeds by those who 
placed patriotism paramount to 
everything, Dr. Marx said that the 
people had forgotten the religious 
barriers that once obtained and de- 
clared that the people had “come 
together in a religious democracy 
that reaches to every pulpit in the 
land.” 

He said that the biggest day of the 
war was when General Pershing 
offered the small American army 
under his command to the French 
and English commands and_e6 said, 
“Use them for the common good.” 
“They were fighting to wipe out the 
unmoral law,” said he. 

United Spirit for Service. 

“The biggest asset of the Ameri- 
can people,” declared the speaker, 
“is their united spirit for service. It 
will take greater courage to make a 
soldier of peace than a soldier of 
war.” Dr. Marx then spoke of the 
industrial, educational and other 
problems that face the country to- 
day, and for the days to come, and 
declared we who have brought lib- 
erty to the world should not lose 
the life of our own souls by failing 
to solve these problems. We need 
civic righteousness, he said, and 
applied to labor 
and capital alike in the great in- 
dustrial war he said we are now 
facing. “We should spend billions 
for education,” declared Dr. Marx. 

“Let us make good soldiers of 
peace. Let us go over the top with 
a moral victory. Let the world know 
that God is good to America, but let 
it know also that America is de- 
serving of God’s goodness.” 

The big audience was visibly im- 
pressed by the address of Dr. Marx 
and he was applauded as he retired 
to his chair. 

Dr. Cree introduced Solon Dru- 
kenmiller, the noted soloist, who 
eang the verses of “The Star- 
Spangled Banner,” while the audi- 
ence joined in the chorus. The fine 
voice of the singer inspired the 
patriotism of the big crowd as he 
sung the words of the national 
song, and a wave of applause was 
given him. 

Dr. Jones Speaks, 

Dr. M. Ashby Jones, pastor of the 
Ponce de Leon Baptist church, and 
one of the noted orators of the 
south, was the next speaker on the 
program. Dr. Jones prefaced his 
address by saying that this genera- 
tion of Americans had won the 
right to sing “The Star-Spangled 
Banner,” and declared that Atlan- 
tans would look back upon the 
meeting as one of the most remark- 
able in the history of the city. “It 
is indeed fitting that the spiritual 
forces should rendezvous in this 
sacred center, which has already 
rung with many of your achieve- 
ments, to give praise to God for the 
victory that is ours. The victory 
that has been won is a victory of 
spiritual forces, and I cannot read 
the story otherwise.” 

He then pictured the beginning 
of the war in 1914, when, with steel 
and stone, and with poisonous gases 
and other cruel instrumentalities of 
war, the kaiser struck a menacing 
blow at civilization. “He was no 
respecter of womanhood; he was no 
respecter of childhood, or liberty, of 
art or religion,” said the speaker, 
and declared that it was the pur- 
pose of the bloodiest monarch of all 
history to set fire to all lofty inspli- 
rations and crush all ideals, leaving 
the “soul of civilization bankrupt 
in its ashes.” 

“The titanic battles of this war 
were not fought alone upon the 
fields of France, and Flanders, and 
Italy, and Serbia, drenched as they 
are with the chivalric blood of those 
nations. The war was not won on 
the battlefields of Europe alone—it 
was first waged and won in the 
souls of mankind who were fight- 
ing for the priceless possession of 
liberty.”’ 

No Entangling Alliances. 

Dr. Jones recalled the warning 
given the people of America by 
President Washington against “en- 
tangling alliance” with European 
nations and said that our boys 
would never have been sent to fight

EPILEPSY. 

The medical chief of an institu- 
tion in which juvenile criminals and 
first offenders serve indeterminate 
sentences made a thorough study 
of 400 of these youths and found 
that 11 per cent of them (44 in- 
dividuals) had epilepsy in one form 
or another. He studied these 44 in- 
dividuals not only in a physical way 
but from the psychological point of 
view. He traced their lives back to 
their schooldays and obtained relia- 
ble information from teachers, par- 
ents and friends. His conclusion 
was that epilepsy is an abnormal 
reaction of the nervous system to 
ordinary ¢ircumstances, and that 
there is generally a faulty heredity 
and hence @ nervous system espe- 

cially vulnerable and incapable of 
enduring the brunt of everyday life. 

In fact, the doctor painted a won- 
derfully intimate picture of epilep- 
sy, and reduced the classification 
of the disease to six types, in place 
of the fifty types another eminent 
authority on the subject had differ- 
entiated. 


Then another expert arose to re- 
mark that he had encotintered many 
cases of minor and major epilepsy 
(that is, without convulsions and 
with convulsions) in persons of high | 
intellectual development, the best 
of morals and with untarnished 
family history. 


Which is true? 

However, bad heredity doesn't 
necessarily imply criminal or im- 
moral ancestors. Some  neurotics 
who have inherited their neuroti- 
cism are so very, very good that 
they make ordinary folks feel mean 
and wicked by contrast. 

A neurotic heredity which pre- 
disposes to hysteria in one branch 
of the family may predispose an- 
other branch to alcoholism or drug 
habits and still another to migraine 
or very bad temper and still an- 
other to religious fanaticism and so 
on. 

No individual family can afford 
to throw stones. Every family tree 
has its rotten branches if not some- 
thing wrong at the roots. Tubercu- 
losis, cancer, insanity, epilepsy or 
other blemish is sure to come to 
light if you trace the pedigree back 
aways. That “none in our family” 
assurance doesn’t amount to much 
more than a temporary run of luck. 
Murder sometimes takes a long time 
to come out.

Campaign to Save Jewish 
People in Europe From 
Starving Will Be Started 
by Address Made by the 
Former Ambassador. 


To save 6,000,000 Jewish people in 
the devastated countries of Europe 
from starving is the purpose of the 
Jewish War Relief fund, for which 
acampaign will be started in At- 
lanta on December 4, when Henry 
Morgenthau, former ambassador to 
Turkey, will tell of his experiences 
among the sufferers from the war 
at a dinner given in his honor at 
the Piedmont hotel. 

Therefare principalities in Eu- 
rope, Lithuania, Poland and Galicia 
especially, which have been trodden 
upon by Russian armies, by Austrian 
armies and left with even more bat- 


tle scars than Belgium. Without 
assistance starvation is the only 
fate to which the inhabitants can 
even now look forward. 

So severe has been the strain that 
where a member of a family would 
die his body would often be con- 
cealed in the house at the risk of 
every disease which might follow 
in order that they might not lose 
one of their bread cards. The 
bread cards were issued only to per- 
mit the buying of.food and did not 
help those who were without money, 
many of whom have dropped in the 
street from lack of food.

Secretary of State’ 
Office in New Hands 
After June 1, 1919 


All mail intended for the secretary 
of state should be addressed to 
Judge Henry B. Strange, who will 
hold office till June 28, 1919. Owing 
to a misunderstanding concerning 
the time when the new statehouse 
officials will go into office, many 
people have already addressed mail 
to 5S. Guyt McLendon, the secretary- 
elect, who does not go into office 
until June, 1919. 

The legislature in 1918 passed an 
act providing that all statehouse of- 
ficials created by statute should go 
into office on January 1, 1919. But 
the constitutional amendment pro- 
viding that constitutional efficers— 
the governor, the secretary of state, 
the comptroller and treasurer— 
should go into office on the same 
date was not passed.

LABOR AND CAPITAL 


IN AFTER-WAR PERICD 


-Washington, November 28.—‘“If we 
put ourselves down to ‘winning the 
peace’ by drives as we have to win- 
ning the war, the problems of labor 
and industry in the after-the-war 
period will be easily and instantly 
settled,” says Louis F. Post, assist- 
ant secretary of labor. 

Mr. Post declares he does not an- 
ticipate any particular problems in 
the readjustment period. “We 
changed quickly from peace to war 
production,” he said, “and it seems 
to me that there should be fio rea- 
son why our factories and our work- 
men should not be able to change 
back from war basis to the peace 
basis as quickly, making due allow- 
ance for such lack of raw materials 
as may exist, due to season condi- 
tions. But, given the raw materials, 
Plants which were manufacturing 
articles for peace trade before the 
war should be able to reassemble 
their machinery and change their 
processes back to the basis of peace 
production without so much con- 
fusion and delay as many people 
anticipate.”’ 

There is bound to be certain shift- 
ing of labor from plants at present 
solely designed for war work back 
to plants that were the big pro- 
ducers in peace times, Mr. Post be- 
lieves: but he regards the employ- 
ment service of the department of 
labor as a suitable agency for han- 
dling the problems that might arise 
from such shifting and believes that 
it will be able to provide workers 
with jobs as well as to provide 
workmen for employers.

trial unrest, and in that only does 
the country face danger from the 
reconstruction necessities, thinks 
Mr. Post... Even this may be avoid- 
ed by intelligent agreement and 
conference between labor and etmn- 
ployers. However, Post declares,

ligious duty to refuse to deal with 
organized men, we will have trou- 
ble. If as much disposition will 
be shown by employers to adjust 
industry and its problems as the 
men they hire, the possibility of 
trouble will be reduced to a mini- 
mum.

SERGEANT LANGLEY 
ON GERMAN DUGOUTS 


Writing from France, Sergeant 
John L. Langley, a member of the 
ambuiance company, 327. gives some 
interesting descriptions of the Ger- 
man dugouts. The young soldier 
has been on French soil since last 
May, and in a letter to an Atlanta 
friend says: 

“This time ['ve seen some real 
war. Sherman was right, only he 
never saw a war like this one, It's 
been getting on my nerves lately. 
4ois of times when I'm trying to 
wet a little sleep [I can see long 
rows Of wounded men. 

“Your letters were the one bright 
spot while I was at the front. If ® 
hid not been for them [ don’t know 
what I would have done. 

“The Germans evidently never ex- 
pected to give up this section of the 
country we have just taken. They 
were certainly well fixed. All their 
dugouts were equipped with electric 
lights, running water and all the 
conveniences of home. [I was ina 
German general’s dugout. There 
were chairs and lounges upholstered 
With plush. The walls were board- 
éd up with beaver board. 

“Atter seeing all these places that 
have been captured you have to 
‘take off youg, hat’ to the American 
soldier. Hle: can’t be beaten. I 
think a lot @nore of the ‘Y’ than 
ever before. 

“There was a ‘Y’ man with our] 
dressing station—serving hot choco- 
late and giving away cigarettes. He 
went through alb.the hardships we 
did. He didn’t even go to the dug- 
out when the shells were bursting 
nearby. There was also a'kK, C, 
chaplain with us and he, too, de- 
serves much credit. 

“T might add that this paper and 
envelope were taken out of a Ger- 
man hut, the ink is also Boche., 
Some of the prisoners the boys 
bring in are old men, but most of 
them are lads from about 15 to 18 

age.”

“In its present form, this insur- 
ance is annual, renewable term in- 
surance at net peace rates, issued 
against death and total permanent 
disability. Under the provisions of 
the war risk insurance act, every 
person holding this insurance may 
keep it up in this form even after 
he leaves the service, for a period 
of five years. All that is neces- 
sary is the regular payment of 
premiums. 

“Moreover, the law provides that 
not later than five years after the 
termination of the war as declared 
by presidential proclamation, the 
term insurance shall be converted, 
without medical examination, into 
such form dP forms of insurance as 
may be prescribed by regulations 
and as the insured may request. 
This insurance will continue to be 
government insurance. 

“The advantages of keeping this 
insurance in force cannot be em- 
phasized too strongly. The right 
to continue it is a valuable right 
given by the government to our 
fighting men as compensation for 
their services. If this right is lost 
by allowing insurance to lapse it 
can never be regained. When gov-
